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Response to Amendment 



1 . The amendment filed 12/04/02 under 37 CFR 1 .1 16 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance and will not be entered because: it raises the issues of new matter. The 
proposed amendment to page 13 line 15 is not supported by claim 17 since claim 17 
returned the error signal to the first video device and the proposed amendment returns 
the error signal to a transmitter which is broader than that which is described in claim 



2. The arguments filed on 12/04/02 has been entered and considered but does not 
overcome the rejection. 

Claims 20-24 and 28: 

Applicants argument has been considered, however, since page 9 lines 3-9 
describes ARQ, not FEC, as having the low allowable error threshold for the foveated 
layer 12 and a higher allowable error threshold for the background layer 14 and since 
applicant has not stated in the claims whether claims 20-24 and 28 are FEC, ARQ, or 
both FEC and ARQ, it is assumed that they are both and as such the scope of these 
claims was not conveyed by the originally filed application. 



17. 
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Claim 25: 

This claim uses the first error correction protocol to create a received foveated 
area and uses the second error correction protocol to create a received background 
area. While page 9 lines 12-14 applies a third high priority processing step to process 
the foveated bit stream and applies a fourth low priority processing step to process the 
background bit stream. These lines when read with page 9 lines 9-1 1 do not state how 
the errors are corrected in the foveated bit stream and the background bit stream and 
does not state how the encoding process is used in the decoding process. 

Claim 35: 

Applicant alleges the originally filed claim 17 conveys that applicant had 
possession of claim 35 at the time this application was filed. The examiner disagrees 
since the ARQ communication protocol that applicant uses produces a return error 
signal when there is a damaged message packet. See the specification at page 8 lines 
10-12. Thus, the ARQ communication system does not convey that applicant had 
possession of claim 35 as well as original claim 17. Claim 17 does not tell one of 
ordinary skill in the art how ARQ's transmitted return error signal changes the foveation 
point. 



3. Thus, claims 20-38 remain rejected under 35 USC 1 12 first paragraph.
